Who, after being by me duly sworn, on oath deposes and says: Yesterday November 22, 1963 X V3S standing 

on the corner of Wain and Houston, and as the President passed and made his turn going 
vest towards Piemens, I walked casually around. At this tine ray partner vao behind 
rae and asked re something. I looked back at hira and heard 3 shots. X ran in a 
nort v vest direction and scaled a fence towards where ve thought the shots came from. 
Then someone said they thought the shots care from the old Texas Building. I . imme- 

diately ran to the Texas Building and started looking inside. At this time Captain 
Fritz arrived and ordered all of the sixth floor sealed off and searched. I vas 
vorlcing with Deputy S. Boone of the Sheriff's Department and helping in the search. 

Ve verc in tie northwest corner of the sixth floor when Deputy Boone and rayself spotted 
the rifle about the same time. This rifle vas a 7.65 Kauser bolt action equipped 
with a ti/l3 scope, a thick leather bronnish-black sling on it. The rifle vas between 
some boxes near the stairway. The time the rifle vas found vas 1:22 pc. Captain 
Fritz took charge of the rifle and ejected one live round from the chamber. I then 
vent back to the office after this.
